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Bi  i  .vvsfor  the  management 
of  the  secular  affairs  of  St.  Andrew's 
Presbyterian  Church,  Sydney 
Mines,  made  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  ol  Chapter  209,  Acts  of 
1906,  and  passed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  congregation  held 
onjanuary  19th,  1909. 
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NAME 

1.  This  congregation  shall  be  called  St. 
Andrew's  Presbyterian  Church. 

PROPERTY,  HOW  VESTED. 

2.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  now 
belonging  to  or  which  may  hereafter  be  ac- 
quired bj  said  congregafon  is  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Trustees  of  ten  members,  who  are 
authorized  to  hold  property  to  the  value  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

BOARD,  HOW  APPOINTED. 

3.  At  each  annual  meeting,  the  four  first 
menti^med  names  of  the  Board  shall  retire, 
and  thar  places  4^iall  be  filled  by  a  majority 
vole  of  the  qualified  members  and  adherents 
present  at  the  meeting,  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  from  any  cause  the  remaining  mem- 
bers shall  carry  on  the  work  until  the  next

annual  meeting,  when  a  successor  shall  be 
elected  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  his  time. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 

4.  The  annual  meeting  of  tfte  congrega- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
January  in  each  year.  The  notice  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  given  during  Divine  service 
on  the  two  immediately  preceding  Sundays. 
The  vote  of  the  persons  present  shall  be  given 
by  a  show  of  hands,  unless  a  vote  by  ballot 
be  demanded,  previous  to  the  putting  of  the 
motion, by  ten  psrsons  qualified  to  vote  on  the 
question,  in  which  case  a  ballot  shall  be  taken. 
All  officers  elected,  shall  first  be  put  in  nomi- 
nation by  a  committee  of  five  appointed  by 
the  chairman,  who  should  be  members  in  full 
communion.  All  matters  shall  be  decided  hy 
a  majority  vote,  except  purchase  or  dis* 
posal  of  property,  or  authorization  of  legal 
proceedings  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which 
shall  require  a  two^third  vote.  The  chairman 
shall  only  vote  in  case  of  a  .

WHO  MAY  v<yr«. 

6.  All  members  and  adherents  who  contri- 
bute regularly  for  tne  support  of  the  church; 
except  in  choosing  a  minister,  electing  elders, 
disposing  of  property  or  any  question  affecting 
the  order  of  worship  or  discipline  of  the 
church,  then  only  members  in  full  communion 
may  vote. 

DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  BOARD 

7.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  annual 
000000  000000^00000000000000000000 
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meeting,  the  Board  shall  meet  and  appoint 
one  of  their  number  chairman,  and  asecretar}' 
who  shall  also  be  the  secretary  of  the  congrega- 
tion, they  may  also  appoint  ft  treasurer  and 
name  a  Bank  in  which  he  shall  deport  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  congr^ation;  and 
shall  meet  for  the  dispatch  of  bn^ness  once 
each  month,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  at  the 
call  of  the  chairman,  secretary,  or  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  All  questions  coming 
before  the  Board  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  vote.  The  chairman  shall  only  vote 
in  case  of  a  tie,  and  five  members  shall  form 
a  quorum. 

They  may  also  with  the  consent  of  the 
Session  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  congre- 
gation whenever  deemed  necessary  upon  giv- 
ing notice  during  Divine  service  on  the,  two 
Sundays  prior  to  the  date  of  such  meeting, 
stating  the  special  business  for  which  such 
meeting  is  called. 

They  shall  select  a  suitable  man  to  act 
as  janitor  of  the  church  buildings  and  make 
rules  for  his  guidance;  his  selections,  as  well 
as  all  other  expenditure  for  repairs  or  addi- 
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tional  estimates  to  cost  npw^ds  of  twenty 
doUMSshaU  be  by  tender.  They  shall  keep 
the  bondings  in  repair  and  insured;  have 
charee  of  and  allot  all  pews;  exercise  super- 
vision over  all  church  property,  the  coUection 
of  all  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
congregation,  the  payment  of  all  salanes  Md 
other  ixpendituies  made  on  behalf  of  the 
conereeation;  cause  all  acts  authorized  by  the 
annual  or  any  special  meeting  of  the  conpe- 

gation  to  be  duly  perf**"?^:!^*?*^^/!^ 
annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  busineis  of  the 
congregation  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
an  «timate  of  the  financial  requirements  of 
the  congregation  for  the  current  year,  and 
X)  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  property 
and  shall  have  the  annual  report  pnnted  and 
distributed  to  members  of  the  congregation; 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any  cause  in  the 
collectors,  ushers,  or  auditors,  may  apP^  » 
suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the 
balance  of  the  year.  »    »  i.  v 

They  shall  also  httvt  power  to  take  by 
deed,  devise,  beqijest^^^or  otheiinse,  i|m1  or 
personal  property.  Mid  invest  the  ssme  for 
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the  use  and  benefit  bf  the  congregation  ;  and 
mav,  when  authorized'by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  or  any 
special  meeting  regularly  called,  purchase  any 
property  necessary  for  the  better  carrying  on 
of  the  work  of  the  congregation;  or  sell,  lease 
mortgage,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
church  property;  or  sue  for,  recover  and  re- 
ceive all  moneys  due  the  congregation  m  any 
way  whatsoever,  or  may  ccantnen<«  any  suit 
or  action,  or  take  any  legal  proceedings  when 
they  deem  it  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the 
congregation  to  commence  such  suit  or  action 
immediately,  but  such  action  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  called 
as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  commencement 
of  such  proceedings;  and  all  deeds,  mortgages, 
releases,  contracts,  or  other  legal  documents 
shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  Board  and  sealed  ;with  their  corporate 
seal. 

DUTIES  OF  SECRETARY. 

8    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
take  down  in  writing  a  full  minute  of  the 
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piiowdiiigs  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
ali^anuual  and  special  meetings  of  the  congre- 
gation, and  to  enter  the  same  m  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose;  to  keep  a  correct 
account  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  congregation;  to  act  as 
generjal  correspondent  of  the  congregation 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  to  keep 
cqi^^ft  of  all  correspondence  written  or  re- 
ceived by  him,  and  to  prepare  for  the  annual 
meeting  a  report  of  the  transaction  and  busi- 
ness of  the  congregation  for  the  year  past,  and 
the  condition  of  the  property  at  the  time  ot 
repprti^g.

Q  '  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to 
receive  all  moneys  paid  in  for  the  purpose  of 
the  congregation  and  deposit  the  same  m  a 
bank  named  by  the  Board,  to  the  credit  of  an 
account  to  be  kept  in  the  name  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  St.  Andrew's  Church,"  Sydney  Mines, 
and  to  draw  therefore  by  cheque,  signed  by 
himself  And  chairman  of  the  Board,  such 
amowts  as  may  be  nec^ry  to  pay  aU 
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salaries,   gratuities,   premiums,  interest  r  Qr  , 
other  accounts  ordered  by  the  Board  tOr^  bs  - 
paid;  to  keep  an  account  of  all  moiie5>  ,r^^ 
ceived  and  paid  b>'  him,  and  to  enter  the  same 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose;  to  pre- 
pare a  detailed   statement   of   receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  annual  meeting,  and  to 
hand  over  to  his  successor  in  office  all  moneys,,, 
books  of  account,  and  other  property  of  tlie  , 
congregation  in  his  handf,  or  under  his  contrpK  >
